After this, the crowd hurried 
to a nearby grove, where every­

band and plenty to eat, prepared 
by Captain fledges. Joseph Olds 
officiated as president, and Wil­ 
liam Thrall and Valentine Hei­

presidents, 
assisted. 
Among the countless toasts was 
—"To the Ohio Canal — a long

union.” 
Soon actual work started on the 
project, with about three hundred 
men employed. On December 16 
1828. the contractor placed the first 
foundation timber of the 
middle 
pier of the aq ueduct and in a short 
time about 7 00 piles had been driv­ 
en into the bed of the river, to sup­ 
port the weight of the structure. 
The Herald kept the people in­

A NEW YEAR begins any day or any 
second. The particular tick of the clock ob­ 
served today has varied through recorded 
history. Years start at other tim es by the 
custom s of races, religions, governments 
and business groups.

Thoreau once exclaimed:

That is a sufficient New Year thought for 
any man. 


TAX CUT HOPES DYING 
THE SENATOR whose views on taxes 
and government spending are listened to 
m ost by his colleagues on the subject of 
government economy has just spoken on 
th e current outlook. He is Virginia’s Harry 
F. Byrd. 
Senator Byrd heads the Senate Finance 
Committee. He says it appears that de­ 
fense expenditures would rise rather than 
be cut. And he indicated that he would go 
along with this move. 
Then he added that there seem s little 
hope of a 1957 tax cut unless foreign aid or 
dom estic expenditures can be pared. 
The planning being done In Washington 
for expanded foreign aid—particularly to 
help the Middle East countries stabilize 
their econom ies—seem s to provide a death 
blow for any hopes of tax relief. For it is 
extrem ely doubtful that the public wants 
anv major cutback in domestic spen^ir^t. 
This would involve forgetting about mod­ 
ern highway programs, farm subsidies and 
many other government projects w h i c h 
many persons seem to want. 
The individual can bemoan these facts 
all day. But the general public and its lead­ 
ers have decided that the realities of t h e 
world situation and what they consider the 
responsibilities of the federal government 
are such that taxes m ust rem ain high.

The build-up for the Tito visit has been 
accelerated by the Nehru visit. The as­ 
sumption is that a neutralist grouping m ay 
be substituted for the alliance with West­ 
ern Europe represented by NATO which is 
an American invention whose first m an­ 
ager was General Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
The difficulty with the over-brilliant con­ 
cepts of a reorganized world which seem 
to be so prevalent in W ashington is that 
two can play at most gam es and that if 
NATO is to wither away there is no rea­ 
son why the W estern European powers, 
who collectively still am ount to more, ex­ 
cept in population and fecundity, than all I 
the neutrals put together, should not find j 
their own road to an arrangem ent with So- 
Iviet Russia.

The Western Europeans are, of course, 


I astonished that just when Soviet R u s s i a ; 
i seem s to be at its w eakest as a universal 
state, the United States should remove its j 
pressures and even give the impression 
that it prefers the neutralists, Nehru ■ and I 
Tito, to its old allies, G reat Britain and 
France. 
Whether such rem oval of pressure be due 
to pique or policy, it gives the Western j 
Europeans the strong feeling of “the last 
m an out is it” sort of thing and they are 
adjusting to the necessities of the situation 
which m ay involve them in astonishing re­ 
adjustm ents. 
Nehru saw Qhou En-lai before he cam e 
to the United States; Chou En-lai then 
waited for N ehru’s return to find out what 
Ike said to Nehru and Nehru said to Ike. 
Then Chou En-lai will go to Moscow to 
speak to whoever is running the show 
I there. Meanwhile Chou spits venom at the 
United States. 
This moving around is not difficult to un­ 
derstand. N ehru’s very im portant business « 
with Eisenhower was, as an honest broker, , 
to arrange for Red China s admission to 
the United Nations. Chou wants to h e a r 
from N ehru’s own lips how the business 
went in America. No use reading p r e s s 
notices; they are for the m om ent and for 
home consumption. 
Then when Chou knows, he will pass it 
'on to Khrushchev and Molotov and Shepi- 
lov and policy will be m anufactured. It 
will not take too m any months to evaluate 
what has happened, even w hat has been I 
said, from the course of events.
